"Hoover, at President Wilson’s di­ 
rection, did get the packers and live- ) 
stock producers together to stimulate! 
hog production. 
He 
did 
make 
ar­ 
rangements with the Allies to take; 
packers*.products. 
A s a result of his j 
stimulation 
campaign, 
the 
packers' 
have been swamped with hogs. 
Over i 
the objection of some of 
the 
Allied 
governments, notably Great 
Britain, 
Hoover has stuck and is sticking by, 
his word to American hog raisers and j 
packers which was that if they would 
stimulate production there would be 
an European market for their product. 
lf Hoover is aiding or protecting any­ 
body, it is the small 
livestock 
far-. 
mer." 
Answering a question from Senator 
Borah, Hitchcock declared that 
the] 
profits made by the packers 
would, 
have been much higher but for Hoov-j 
er. 
"I deny it," said Borah. 
"It's true,” 
countered 
Hitchcock.! 
"Any member of. the 
senate 4 who j 
would run against Hoover for presi­ 
dent would poll a much smaller vote." 
"I don't deny any senator would be 
able to raise a much 
smaller 
cam­ 
paign fund," said Borah. 
Borah declared he had never 
at- j 
tacked Hoover’s 
personal 
integrity; 
but the system which 
Hoover 
had 
built up.

Tho attack on Hoover in the senate 
was made by enemies of the bill pro­ 
viding $100,000,000 to feed Europeans. 
Hoover was assailed as 
the 
man 
who will have charge of spending this 
money. 
“I apparently emerge 
in 
a 
new 
light as the friend of 
the 
Chicago 
packers,” said Hoover. 
"A t the same 
time the mail brings a report from 
Swift A Company blaming the food 
administration 
for 
reducing 
their 
profits by $10,000,000 during the last 
year. 
I don’t imagine the 
packers 
would appreciate a wide 
circle 
of 
such friends. 
" I notice also I committed a crime 
by holding the October joint confer­ 
ence of farmers and representatives 
of forty packers, as well as bringing 
the packers together with representa­ 
tives of the allied governments for 
the purpose of settling on a price for 
exports of pork that would give the 
American farmers a square deal and 
a distribution of orders that would 
protect small packers. 
"W e have even tried to secure the 
continuance of these

ments through the armistice 
period: 
and the opening of other markets, be-1 
cause the American farmer did his 
duty and produced the goods. 
"if the American farmer and the 
small packers now feel these arrange­

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Prohibition will 
not force Anti-Saloon leag u e workers 
Into the job hunting class with brew­ 
ery employes, it was made clear here 
today. 
In the first place it is announced the 
whole world m ust be dry by 1930 and 
the Antl-ealoon League w ilf father the 
movement. 
Then th e law must be enforced in 
the U nited States before American 
prohibition laws can be used in other 
nations. 
P. Scott. McBride, superintendent of 
the Illinois Anti-Saloon League, in an­ 
nouncing this program today, said the 
churches will continue 
finance the 
work of the non-partisan antisaloon 
forces. 
“Our program calls for a dry world 
by 1930," said McBride. 
“Some re ­ 
lieve it can be accomplished by 1925 
but surely it can he done within ten 
years. 
"The new work has already started. 
We have sent field workers to Eng­ 
land, Mexico and other countries to in­ 
augurate the work, using methods we 
found so successful here. 
The first 
duty will be an educational program— 
we v in literally flood the world with 
prohibition literature, every word of 
which will be printed at the Anti-Sa 
loon League’s own plant at W ester­ 
ville, Ohio.” 
McBride ^declared the victories In 
America will not affect the office 
forces of the league where headquart­ 
ers are m aintained in the larger cities. 
W ork of law enforcement, political aid 
in electing officials who will support 
and enforce the new dry laws, gather­ 
ing and printing statistics of the ef­ 
fects of the law in American cities and 
rural districts, lie asserted, will keep 
full quotas of office forces busy for 
several years.

high wages in this country is one 
of the main aims of Samuel Gom­ 
pers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, now in Eu­ 
rope, it was learned in labor cir­ 
cles here today. 
Realizing that products of cheap 
European labor pouring into the 
American m arket will force wages 
down, 
probably 
despite 
tariff, 
Gompers hopes to boost wages In 
the old nations through the inter­ 
national trades union, which he is 
now endeavoring to organize, pri­ 
m arily to advise the peace confer­ 
ence on labor questions. 
Gompers plans to make the in­ 
ternational union a perm anent or­ 
ganization, Frank Morrison, secre­ 
tary of the American Federation 
of I^aber, said today. 
Its aim will 
be to better the conditions of 
working men in all parts of the 
world, Morrison said. 
"I believe the first step of such 
an organization will be to put the 
American standard of labor in 
force In Europe," he added. 
"Tho 
w ar has drawn the civilized world 
much closer together and labor 
conditions 
in one part 
of the 


world are certain to react in 
others. 
The tendency will be to 
pull down the higher standards 
and this is w hat it is hoped to 
counteract.” 
Morrison said the aim of Gomp­ 
ers in organizing the internation­ 
al union was much broader than 
simply to keep up wages in this 
country. 
“If the peoples of Europe are to 
lie bettered as a result of the war 
it is certain that one of the first 
things to do is to Improve their 
labor conditions," he said, “and 
the 
international 
union 
would 
work toward that end, just as the 
American Federation of Labor has 
done in this country.” 
The international union Gomp­ 
ers is organizing will be kept aloof 
from the radical socialist and Bol­ 
shevik influence, Morrison stated. 
T hat is why the American labor 
delegates refuse to join in the 
Berne. 
Switzerland, 
conference 
backed by A rthur Henderson, the 
British leader, who plans to ad­ 
mit the Bolshevik!, he asserted. 
"It is because the Berne confer­ 
ence will not truly represent the 
people that the American federa­ 
tion will not join,” Morrison said.

Europe’s agitators have long 
been 
running to the national legislatures for 
increases in the standard 
of 
living. 
Help from the state has been their es­ 
sential condition of economic improve­ 
ment. 
Europeans are now learning 
that In the United States the working­ 
men have not formed powerful politi­ 
cal parties and instead of maintaining 
class representation in congress they 
improve their economic status by di­ 
rect negotiations with their employers. 
The union labor leaders who want 
the state to act for them in attaining 
greater economic com fort 
are 
plan­ 
ning to hold a congress in Switzerland 
under socialistic auspices. 
Americans 
have declined to attend this conven­ 
tion. 
The Switzerland m eeting there­ 
fore cannot exert much pressure on 
the deliberations of 
the 
peace con­ 
gress. 
Samuel Gompers w ants to hold a 
rival international labor convention in 
Paris. 
The essential purpose of {als 
assembly would be to Impress Ameri­ 
can ideals of high productivity at high 
wages upon Europe and to persuade 
th e .peace conference to recjinm end 
action to this end.

Despatches from other sources 
indicated today tiiat the movement 
to restore Manuel to the throne 
was still under way and that tho 
situation was critical. 
PARIS.

23.—Ominous 
silence today hung over the situa­ 
tion in Portugal, wiiere monarch­ 
ists are fighting to restore Manuel 
to the throne. 
Portuguese 
officials here de­ 
clared that all direct communica­ 
tion with their country had been 
severed. 
The only advices reach­ 


ing here were rum ors em anating 
principally from Madrid. 
The whereabouts of Manuel are 
unknown. A Madrid despatch yes­ 
terday said he was aboard a steam ­ 
ship off Lisbon, awaiting a favor­ 
able opportunity to laud. 
The Portuguese 
legation 
was 
without inform ation regarding the 
insurrection. 
Press 
despatches 
were eagerly read at the legation. 
These messages called attention 
to the fact that several m inisters 
supporting the m onarchist revolu­ 
tion have the same names as min­ 
isters who served under President 
Paes. who was assassinated. They 
are not believed to be the same 
men. however. 
\ 
Officials at the legation expected 
the situation to be 
cleared 
up 
within twenty-four hours. In Hie 
meantime Portugal’s peace 
dele­ 
gation continued its labors. It was 
believed here that e\-en though 
the 
Portuguese 
government 
should change in form the person­ 
nel of that country’s peace com­ 
mission would remain unchanged.

the huge sum they are expected to 
amount to will constitute a national 
penalty nevertheless.

The Sinn Feiners had taken ac­ 
tinia am ounting to open sedition 
a n tis u n the imperial authorities 
refrained from repressive meas­ 
ures. 
Following Tuesday’* initial 
meeting of the Irish parliament, in 
which a declaration of independ­ 
ence was adopted and delegates 
to the peace conference selected, 
the Sinn Feiners met in secret ses­ 
sion yesterday.

munique of the proceedings issued 
in Gaelic said: 
' A tem porary premier was elect­ 
ed. He selected four m inisters. A 
tem porary chairm an was elected. 
Twenty-four deputies were 
pres­ 
ent ’’ 
The names of the cabinet mem­ 
bers were not announced. 
It was 
reported a Constitution was adopt­ 
ed providing that a prem ier shall 
be elected by parliam ent with au­ 
thority to appoint and remove the 
m inisters of finance, home affairs, 
foreign affairs and defense. Parlia­ 
ment would be elected by nation- « 
wide suffrage, the conditions and 
date of election to be announced 
later.

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GET TOGETHER AND GET 
BUSY QUICK 


It seems unthinkable and preposter­ 
ous that a trivial and incidental m at­ 
ter, like the employment of an attor­ 
ney, should block, or even long delay, 
I public Improvement of such magni­ 
tude and im portance as the proposed 
outfall sewer for Fullerton, Anaheim, 
Orange and Santa Ana. 
XAnd yet that danger seems to be Im­ 
pending. 
Of course the project should have 
com petent legal guidance. 
But that 
the four cities should fail to agree up­ 
on the method of securing such guid­ 
ance—out upon such child’s play! 
The Register has a very decided 
opinion as to where the blame lies in 
this m a tte ry but out of courtesy to all 
concerned, and in the firm belief that 
an agreem ent will be reached, it will 
refrain at this time from expressing 
that, opinion. 
Meanwhile may it lie permitted to 
suggest a possible way or two out. 
W hy couldn't the city attorneys of 
the four cities form themselves into a 
legal staff cr board or commission, 
elect one of their number or another 
attorney as chairman, and then in an 
organized, system atic manner proceed 
with the work through committees? 
The various phases of the work could 
be assigned respectively to such atto r­ 
ney or attorneys of the staff as might 
he thought 
best qualified for that 
particular phase, and then the work 
of the various committees could be 
reviewed 
and 
co-ordinated 
by 
the 
whole staff. 
If it should be deemed 
advisable, 
the 
proceedings 
as 
a 
whole could be submitted for final 
review to a specialist in municipal 
or corporation law. 
Another plan that mlsrht be feasible 
would be for the city attorneys to or­ 
ganize them selves into an inter-city 
legal staff as above suggested and 
agree upon some specialist lawyer, or 
just some good lawyer, to whom all 
points of disagreem ent or doubt should 
be referred. 
At all events some way m ust be 
found to proceed. 
W here such great 
economic and engineering advantages 
are to be obtained by co-operation, the 
30,Duo or 40,000 people interested in 
the m atter are not going to permit 
themselves to be made the victims of 
either technicalities, red tape, jeal- i 
ousies, selfishness, favoritism, stub-j 
bornness, false pride, pigheadedness 
or just plain stupidity. 
It is not intended at this time to at­ 
tribute any of these characteristics to 
any of the parties concerned; for the 
Register not only hopes, but firmly be­ 
lieves. that 
an agreement 
w ill be j 
reached. 
But the conclusion is inevit­ 
able that a failure to reach an agree­ 
ment would lie justly attributable to 
something that is neither fairness nor 
common sense, and the people will 
w ant to know WHAT? and WHY? aud 
WHO?

Hun, brought us cups of coffee, sweet­ 
ened saccharine, bread, potatoes and

The Huns made a clean sweep of 
their livestock. There are a few’ hens 
on the street but I haven’t seen or 
heard a rooster in the village yet.

small goat Is next door and not very 
far from us a cow. and to the cow 
there hangs a tale. When the old lady 
knew the Huns were evacuating she 
put the cow down cellar and kept it 
there some little time. 
Bye and bye 
the Huns found it but they couldn’t 
get it up. and tim e was precious. The 
old lady took a few days to size us up, 
then decided it was safe to bring out 
the cow. But the cow—the Lord only 
knows how she got it down the cellar­ 
way—won’t come out, and she hasn’t 
got it out yet. 
She came to us with 
her troubles and our Q. M. S. has taken 
the contract of getting the cow out. 
As the anim al has been a resident cf 
the cellar for nearly a month and has

Mission and Rabbits 
The folks w’ould have starved ex­ 
cept for the American Mission and 
rabbits. Now’ this rabbit proposition— 
this fresh m eat—is for the moment 
our business, and it has always in­ 
terested me since I wandered into i 
France and Belgium three years ago. 
If they had not kept hundreds of rab­ 
bits, these people would have died of 
malnutrition, for they never saw any 
other meat except when a British air­ 
man's bomb killed a horse or cow, or 
the herds got mired in the marshes. 
Then the Hun soldiers might cook the 
giblets oq their stoves and give the 
people a bit as an inducement to look 
after the cooking for them. 
Cabbages, sugar beets, carrots, tur­ 
nips, potato peelings and clover hay 
were turned into rabbit meat. Coming 
along the streets of the villages thou­ 
sands of fresh rabbit skins were to 
be seen. 
Food Canadians 
I wondered w hat sort of a barbecue 
was on and upon inquiring found that 
the Huns took all the rabbits they 
could lay hands on and that now many 
of the people were bringing hidden 
rabbits out of the woods and fields 
and killing them to make a welcome 
feast for those “Hungry Devils of 
Canadians” which the Huns had told 
them about. 
I immediately attempted 
to check this, and, meeting the Cure, 
I explained that

breeding stock, which was scarce be­ 
hind us and they must

on 
to 
every morsel of food they had as it 
might be days before official relief

When Orange county was formed

The supervisors of the two coun­ 
ties got. together, talked the m atter 
over and agreed upon a boundary line 
that followed section, half-section and 
quarter-section lilies, and under that

agreed that it should be. 
That stipu­ 
lated boundary line crosses and 
re­ 
crosses 
the Coyote creek and does 
not follow the creek bed. 
While counties may get 
together 
and by an agreem ent operate for de­ 
cades, the fact rem ains that the state I 
legislature alone bas authority to es-[ 
tablish a boundary line. 
A number of j 
m atters have arisen th a t brought up' 
the advisability of having the legal! 
boundary line conform to the recog- j 
nized or assumed boundary line, 
the! 
one used on the maps. 
Not long since there was a Mexican 
m urder eom mitteed on the west side 
of the creek, and the authorities did 
not know’ w hether the murder should 
be prosecuted in this county or in Los 
Angeles county. 
* 
Three or four years ago a bridge was 
to be built across Coyote creek near 
Cypress. 
Under the act as passed by 
the legislature th e 
bridge 
belonged 
half in Orange county and half in Ie s 
Angeles country. As a m atter of com­ 
mon understanding, however, it was 
entirely within O range county. 
Had 
the bridge been located 
down . the 
creek or up the creek half a mile or 
a mile, possibly it would have been 
entirely in Los Angeles county. 
The bill that has been introduced 
into the legislature fixes the boun­ 
dary line in 
accordance 
with 
the 
agreem ent made th irty years ago and 
upon tho lines that have been consid­ 
ered by both counties as the boundary 
lice for all these years.
